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GENERAL JUDSON KILPATRICK. 


General Kilpatrick, born near Deckertown, N. J., January 14th, 1836, 
died in Valparaiso, Chili, December 4th, 1881, was graduated from the 
United States Military Academy in 18613 was appointed a captain of vol- 
unteers, May 9th; promoted first lieutenant of artillery in the Regular 
Army, May 14th, 1861; was wounded at Big Bethel and disabled for several 
months ; was engaged in various skirmishes in the Western Virginia cam- 
paign and at the second battle of Bull Run; took part in the battle of 
Gettysburg, earning there the brevet of lieutenant colonel in the United 
States Army; was brevetted colonel for bravery at Resaca, and promoted 
major general of volunteers, June 18th, 1865. He resigned his volunteer 
commission on January Ist, 1886. 


COLONEL E. E. CROSS. 


Colonel Cross, born in Lancaster, N. H., April 22d, 1832, died near 
Gettysburg, Pa., July 2d, 1863. In 1860 he held a lieutenant colonel’s com- 
mission in the Mexican Army, but when the news of the attack on Fort 
Sumter reached him he at once resigned and offered his services to the 
Governor of New Hampshire 3 organized the Fifth New Hampshire Regi- 
ment and was commissioned as its colonel; distinguished himself in many 
important engagements. He was mortally wounded at Gettysburg while 
leading the First Division of the Second Army Corps. 


GENERAL W. W. AVERILL. 


General Averill, born in Cameron, Steuben County, N. Y., November 
Sth, 1832, was graduated at the United States Military Academy in June, 
1855, and assigned to the mounted riflemen. He was promoted to be first 
lieutenant of the mounted riflemen, May 14th, 1861, and was on staff duty 
in the neighborhood of Washington, participating in_ the battle of Bull 
Run and other engagements, until August 23d, 1861, when he was ap- 
pointed colonel of the Third Pennsylvania Cavalry. He was engaged with 
the Army of the Potomac in its most important campaigns. In March, 
1863, he began the series of cavalry raids in Western Virginia that made 
his name famous. His services were continuous up to May, 1865, when he 
resigned, having been brevetted major general in the meantime. 


GENERAL GORDON GRANGER. 


General Granger, born in New York in 1821, died in Santa Fé, N. M., 
January 10th, 1876, was graduated at the United States Military Academy in 
1845; took part in the principal battles of the Mexican War. When the Civil 
War began he served on the staff of General McClellan in Ohio; then in 
Missouri ; was brevetted major for gallant services at Wilson’s Creek ; aud 
on September 2d, 1861, became colonel of the Second Michigan Cavalry ; 
on March 26th, 1862, he was made a brigadier general, and commanded 
the cavalry in the operations that led to the fall of Corinth. Ile became 
a major general of volunteers on September 17th, 1862. He distinguished 
himself in the battles of Chickamauga and Missionary Ridge. On January 
15th, 1866, he was mustered out of the volunteer service.

sion, that all did their duty, and we sank with the 

American flag flying at the peak.’”’”

William Smith we deemed it proper to hau! down our col- 
ors.” Lieutenant Smith’s sword was sent to his father by 
the enemy under a flag of truce.— EDITORS.
